Any agency requesting transportation19

funding must submit to the legislative transportation committees the20

same request and supporting documents presented to the office of21

financial management at agency budget submittal time.22

NEW SECTION. Sec. 508. In addition to information required under23

section 607 of this act, agencies shall include their strategic plans24

and an explanation of how the budget submittals and the investment25

choices and recommended associated service levels are linked to the26

strategic plan.27

NEW SECTION. Sec. 509. Transportation agencies are required to28

provide fund balances and financial, workload, and performance29

measurement data in the transportation executive information system on30

a schedule agreed to by the legislative transportation committee.31

NEW SECTION. Sec. 510. The appropriations of moneys and the32

designation of funds and accounts by this and other acts of the 199733
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legislature shall be construed in a manner consistent with legislation1

enacted by the 1985, 1987, 1989, 1991, 1993, and 1995 legislatures to2

conform state funds and accounts with generally accepted accounting3

principles.4

E. MISCELLANEOUS12

NEW SECTION. Sec. 512. If Substitute House Bill No. 2237 is not13

enacted, or is enacted without a provision allowing the department to14

obtain fair and reasonable compensation, by June 30, 1997, the15

appropriations to the department of transportation in this act may only16

be used by the department to grant rights of occupancy to a17

telecommunications carrier only to the extent authorized by existing18

law, including but not limited to chapters 47.12, 47.44, and 47.52 RCW.19

However, the authority of the department to install telecommunications20

facilities solely for public transportation purposes is not limited.21

Sec. 513. RCW 47.78.010 and 1991 sp.s. c 13 ss 66, 121 are each22

amended to read as follows:23

There is hereby established in the state treasury the high capacity24

transportation account. Money in the account shall be used, after25

appropriation, for local high capacity transportation purposes26

including rail freight, activities associated with freight mobility,27

and commute trip reduction activities.28

patrol. In addition, any transfers from the general fund to any10

transportation account shall also be placed in reserve status.11

NEW SECTION. Sec. 601. If any provision of this act or its3

application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the4

remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other5

persons or circumstances is not affected.6

NEW SECTION. Sec. 602. This act is necessary for the immediate7

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the8

state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect9

immediately.10
